1. OCTOBER 20 MORNING EDITIONS OE MAINICHI AND SANKEI GAVE 
HEADLINE FRONT-PAGE PLAY TO KISSINGER ARRIVAL IN PEKING 
AND BANQUET STATEMENTS BY EOREIGN MINISTER CHIAO AND 
SECRETARY: HEADLINES EMPHASIZED "CONFIRM 'OPPOSITION TO 
HEGEMONY'; 'EVERY EFEORT TO AVOID CONFRONTATION'" (MAINICHI), 
AND "SECRETARY KISSINGER STATES OPPOSITION TO HEGEMONY; 
CONFIRMS SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE; FRIENDSHIP; BASIS FOR COMMON 
INTERESTS" (SANKEI). ASAHI, YOMIURI, NIHON KEIZAI AND 

TOKYO SHIMBUN GAVE FRONTPAGE BUT LESS PROMINENT PLAY, 
STRESSING "CONFIRM PROMOTION OF FRIENDSHIP;" "EOREIGN MINISTER 
CHIAO EMPHASIZES RESOLUTE FIGHT AGAINST HEGEMONY;" "FOREIGN 
MINISTER CHIAO URGES MATERIALIZATION OF 'SHANGHAI SPIRIT ';

REPORT NOTED NAMES OF PARTICIPANTS AND LACK OF CLEAR FUTURE 
SCHEDULE. 
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EM OCTOBER 21 MORNING EDITIONS AGAIN CARRIED VERY BRIEF 
JAPANESE CORRESPONDENT REPORTS FROM PEKING, NOTING KISSINGER- 
TENG TALKS HELD TWICE ON 20TH. STORIES EMPHASIZED LACK OE 
INEORMATION ON TALKS CONTENTS, WHICH CENTERED ON "GENERAL 
INTERNATIONAL SITUATION,” WHILE CITING US SPOKESMAN
